In  conjunction  with  the  October  1987  Depository  library  Council  meeting,  the  Association  of  Research 
Libraries,  Office  of  Management  Services  offered  a  Basic  Management  Skills  Institute  for  Depository 
Librarians.    It  was  considered  very  successful  by  the  29  participants.    On  a  scale  of  1  (highly 
dissatisfied)  to  10  (completely  satisfied),  93%  rated  the  program  8  or  above  for  satisfaction.  On 
the  same  scale,  eighty-six  percent  of  the  participants  rated  it  8  or  above  for  usefulness. 

ARL/OMS  and  GPO  would  again  like  to  offer  this  3  1/2-day  workshop  in  conjunction  with  the  fall 
Depository  Library  Council  meeting.    As  with  the  previous  program,  the  topics  to  be  covered  will  be  • 
motivation  of  staff,  leadership/management  styles,  decision-making,  effective  use  of  groups, 
conflict  management  and  conmunication.

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Is  That  "Duplicate"  Map  Really  a  Revision? 

It  is  often  difficult  to  tell  if  a  second  copy  of  a  map  is  a  duplicate  reprint  or  a 
revised  edition,  with  corrections.  Some  depository  libraries  have  returned  maps 
received  in  the  Depository  Library  Program  to  the  Geological  Survey  as  duplicates. 
When  the  USGS  looked  at  them,  however,  it  turned  out  that  the  maps  were  reprinted 
with  corrections.  The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  a  letter  written  by  Charles  W. 
Bennett,  Federal  Map  Depository  Library  Program  Manager  at  USGS,  to  a  library  that 
had  returned  a  group  of  maps: 

The  maps  that  you  received  are  older  maps  that  have  been  reprinted,  in  order  to 
replenish  stock,  with  corrections.  The  way  to  determine  if  a  map  has  been 
reprinted  with  corrections  is  to  look  at  the  date  at  the  end  of  the  imprint  note 
(normally  found  just  under  the  map  neatline  in  the  lower  right  corner).  The 
imprint  note  reads  "Interior-Geological  Survey,  Reston,  Virginia--(date)."  If  the 
date  is  current  (1987  or  1988),  the  map  is  a  reprint  with  corrections;  these  maps 
are  sent  to  depository  libraries  in  order  to  keep  their  collections  current.  If  the 
date  is  not  current,  the  map  is  a  reprint  without  corrections;  maps  that  are 
reprinted  without  corrections  are  not  sent  to  depository  libraries  because  they 
duplicate  previous  sendings.  The  maps  that  you  received  and  returned  to  us  are 
dated  1987  or  1988,  so  they  are  reprints  with  corrections  and  not  duplicates.  A 
major  correction  is  the  update  and  resultant  shift  of  the  North  American  Datum 
from  1927  to  1983,  which  is  noted  on  all  of  these  maps  --  for  example,  on  the 
Brookville,  NJ  map,  the  note  is  shown  to  the  left  of  the  title  block  in  the  lower 
right  corner;  on  the  Belvidere,  NJ-PA  map,  it  is  shown  in  the  information  block 
in  the  lower  left  corner. 

We  hope  this  information  will  help  depository  library  staff  in  maintaining  their 
map  collections.

By  the  time  you  read  this,  I  will  have  had  the  opportunity  to  speak  before  the  White  Papers  and 
Office  Automation  Conference  at  the  end  of  the  month  in  Cambridge,  MA.  I  will  be  delivering  a 
presentation  on  the  "Outlook  for  Government  Printing."  Among  the  topics  I  plan  to  cover  is  the 
Office  of  Technology  Assessment  (OTA)  report  released  last  October,  which  was  mentioned  to  you 
in  an  earlier  letter.  "Informing  the  Nation:  Federal  Information  Dissemination  in  an  Electronic 
Age,"  includes  these  projections  which  I  will  pass  along  in  my  presentation.  For  the  near  term  (1-3 
years),  there  will  be  a  steady  demand  for  ink-on-paper  formats  throughout  the  Government.  Rapid 
growth  in  electronic  formats  will  continue,  but  it  will  constitute  only  a  small  percentage  of  total 
demand.  For  the  mid  term  (3-5  years),  OTA  projects  the  beginning  of  a  measurable  decline  in 
demand  for  paper  formats.  Demand  for  electronic  formats  is  likely  to  reach  displacement  levels  for 
several  types  of  Government  information  such  as  statistical,  bibliographic,  reference,  and  scientific 
and  technical  information.  GPO  is  likely  to  be  vulnerable  to  decreased  demand  for  paper  formats 
as  Federal  agencies  continue  to  convert  to  electronic  information  technologies.  For  the  long  term 
(5-10  years),  there  will  still  be  a  significant  demand  for  traditional  books,  reports,  and  other 
publications,  although  electronic  formats  are  likely  to  dominate  for  many  kinds  of  Government 
information. 

These  projections,  I  believe,  point  out  a  good  prognosis,  unlimited  potential,  and  a  very  exciting 
future  for  those  of  us  who  are  deeply  concerned  with  providing  the  information  needs  of  ~ 
Federal  community.

AN  AUTOMATED  DOCUMENTS  SHELFLIST  AND  CURRENT  AWARENESS 
CHECKLIST  SYSTEM  AT  THE  UNITED  STATES  MILITARY  ACADEMY 

LIBRARY 


The  United  States  Military  Academy  Library  replaced  its 
hand-kept  shelflist  of  depository  holdings  with  an  automated 
one   in  May  1988. 

In  the  old  method,   assistants  would  write  entries  on 
the   lines  of   large   index  cards    (temporary  staffers  often 
lacked  typing  skills) ;    arrangement  was   in  order  received 
within   item  number.      Descriptive   information   included  title, 
Sudoc  number,    format,   date  received,    as  well   as   item  number. 
All   entries  were  copied   from  marked   items  on  the  shipping 
list. 

In  place  since   1982,    this  system  became  unwieldy. 
Verification  of   a  document  holding  required  knowledge  of  the 
item  number,    which  was  not  always  convenient   in  a  ready 
reference  situation;    finding  an  entry  required  slow, 
diligent  searches   through  many  cards.      The  handwritten 
records  were  not  always   legible  and  lacked  a  neat,  uniform 
appearance . 

The  acquisition  of   an   IBM  compatible  computer  with  a 
hard  drive  and  dBase   III   Plus  software   in  the  spring  of  1988 
freed  us   from  the  medieval   method  of   record  keeping.  Our 
service  also   improved:    Boolean  keyword   in  title  database 
searches   for  reference  purposes  are  now  possible;  current 
awareness  checklists  of    interesting  new  titles  can  regularly 
and  easily  be  produced   for   the  benefit  of  users. 

First  dBase  was   loaded  on  the  hard  disk,    then  the 
database   structure  was   designed.      After   consulting  the 
shelflist  requirements   set   forth   in  the  Guidelines  for  the 
Depository  Library  System,    it  was  decided  to  retain  the 
simple  data  elements  recorded  on  the   index  cards.      The  only 
additional    information  needed  was  a  one  character  field 
showing  the  document's  disposition    (whether   it  went  to  the 
main  collection  or  was  retained   in  documents) .      The  Sudoc 
field  size  was  decided  at   50  characters   after   examining  a 
number  of   Sudocs   for  Army  technical  manuals    (these  usually 
have   the   longest  numbers) .      The  title   field  was   given  the 
dBase  maximum  character  width   for  searchable   fields,  254. 
Complete   file  structure  and   field  names  are  displayed  in 
f  i  gur e   1 . 

Two  databases   of   duplicate   structure  are   used.  One, 
titled  NEWDOX ,   has  new  records  keyed   in  by  staff.      A  backup 
copy  of   NEWDOX  is   put   on  a   floppy  disk  every  day  after  all 
the  new  additions  are  made.      Records  are  added  until  the 
file  grows   to  about  a  thousand,  en  tr  i  es .      At  this  point  the 
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entire   file   is  proofread.      A  final   backup  copy   is   then  made 
and  kept   in  a  safe  place.      The  main  database,  DOXLIST 
(duplicate   in  structure   to  NEWDOX)    then  has  all   of   the  clean 
NEWDOX  records  added  to   it  by  use  of   the  dBase  APPEND 
command . 

Boolean  searches  require  use   of    the  dBase  substring 
searching   feature  at  the  dot  prompt.      Figure  2  illustrates 
the  search  protocols   and  results   of   a  search   for  material 
about  the  Strategic  Defense   Initiative.      Presently,   a  menu 
guided   front  end  dBase  program  is  being  designed  that  would 
simplify  keyword  searching,   allowing   it  to  be  done  without 
requiring  the  searcher  to  work   from  the  dot  prompt. 

Current  awareness   checklists   of   selected  new  titles  are 
created   in  several   steps.      After  NEWDOX  is  appended  to 
DOXLIST,    the   former  must  be   cleared  so  new  entries   can  be 
made.      Before  clearing  NEWDOX,    the  documents   librarian  scans 
through  the  titles   in  the  dBase  browse  mode,   starting  at  the 
end  of   the   file  and  progressing  back  to   the  beginning  with 
the  page  up  key.     The  record  numbers  of   selected  titles  are 
jotted  down  as   this   is  done.      After  this,   all   the  selected 
records  are  copied  to  another  database   file  structured  only 
with  Sudoc  and  title   fields   of   the  same   length  as   those  in 
NEWDOX;    the  dBase  sort   function   is   then  used  to  create 
another   file  sorted   in  Sudoc  order.      Next,    the  sorted  file 
is  copied   from  dBase   III   Plus   to   the  Microsoft  Word 
wordprocess ing  program;    entries  are  separated,   proper  titles 
are  highlighted   in  bold  print    (to  direct  a  browser's  eye 
more  easily) ,   and  the  whole   file   is  printed.      A  cover  is 
printed  with  a  signmaking  program.      Figure  3  shows   the  cover 
and   first  page  of   a  recent  checklist. 

After  printing  mailing   labels  addressed  to  key  faculty 
members    (from  yet  another  dBase   file)    sufficient  copies  are 
made  to  be  sent   to   them  through   internal  distribution.  More 
copies  are  deposited   in  the   library  area  where  brochures  are 
displayed . 

Currently,   a  dot  matrix  printer  emulating  an  Epson  FX- 
100   is  used;    future   improvements   for  preparation  of  the 
checklist  would   include   the  use  of   desktop  publishing 
software  and  a  laser  jet  printer.

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GPO  Gets  OK 
To  Provide 
Information 
Electronically 

By  LEIGH  RIVENBARK 

The  Government  Printing 
Office's  general  counsel  last 
week  authorized  GPO  to  dis- 
tribute government  information 
to  its  depository  libraries  in 
electronic  formats.  The  ruling 
effectively  overturns  a  1982 
ruling  that  held  GPO  to  issuing 
printed  publications  only. 

This  decision  clears  the  way 
for  GPO  to  launch  its  electronic 
dissemination  pilot  project  offi- 
cially. This  project  calls  for  GPO 
and  five  agencies  to  make 
federal  data  bases  available  to 
the  1,400  libraries  that  make 
government  publications  avail- 
able to  the  public. 

In  a  May  22  memo,  GPO 
general  counsel  Grant  G.  Moy 
Jr.  reversed  an  opinion  by  an 
earlier  general  counsel  that 
limited  depository  distribution 
to  printed  products.  Moy  said 
data  bases  in  electronic  formats 
qualify  as  government  publica- 
tions. 

The  memo  helped  GPO  over 
a  final  hurdle  on  its  way  to 
starting  the  pilot  project,  which 
was  approved  earlier  this  month 
by  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Printing  (JCP). 

However,  questions  about 
who  will  pay  for  the  project 


remain  to  be  answered,  as 
Congress  has  not  appropriated 
specific  funds  yet. 

Mark  Scully,  GPO's  library 
programs  service  director,  said 
the  General  Accounting  Office 
will  devote  a  full-time  staff 
member  to  monitoring  and 
evaluating  the  pilot  and  will 
help  GPO  develop  a  funding 
structure. 

Also,  GPO  superintendent  of 
documents  Donald  Fossedal 
told  the  House  Administration 
Subcommittee  last  week  that 
GPO  would  consider  the  option 
of  cost-sharing  among  GPO 
and  the  depository  libraries  to 
pay  for  the  electronic  dissemi- 
nation. 

At  a  kickoff  meeting  last 
week,  representatives  of  the 
five  participating  agencies  dis- 
cussed their  proposals,  which 
were  chosen  by  GPO  and  JCP 
from  proposals  submitted  by 
many  federal  agencies. 

Census,  EPA  Projects 

The  Census  Bureau,  already 
involved  in  compact  disk/read- 
only memory  production  of  its 
data  bases,  is  making  several 
data  bases,  including  the  Census 
of  Retail  Trade  and  the  Census 
of  Agriculture,  available  to  the 
libraries  on  CD-ROM. 

The  Census  project  will  build 
up  to  the  1990  decennial  census, 
when  the  bureau  will  release 
20  to  25  CD-ROMs  based  on 
the  1990  census  alone,  systems 
and  programming  chief  Forrest 
Williams  said. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the 
project,  including  postage  to  the 
depository  libraries,  was 
$13,691,  according  to  a  June 
1988  report  that  is  still  the  best 
source  of  estimated  project 
costs,  GPO's  Scully  said. 
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The  Toxic  Chemical  Release 
Inventory  data  base  gathered 
by  the  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Agency  will  be  available 
on  CD-ROM. 

EPA  is  mandated  by  law  to 
widely  distribute  this  data  base, 
which  lists  emissions  of  toxic 
chemicals  into  the  environ- 
ment. 

Using  CD-ROM  "allows  us 
to  put  several  years  of  the  data 
base  on  a  single  disk,  which  is 
more  valuable  because  you  can 
look  at  cross-sections,"  said 
Gerhard  Brown  of  EPA's  Office 
of  Toxic  Substances.  The 
agency  has  not  chosen  its 
search  and  retrieval  software 
yet. 

If  EPA  chooses  a  commercial 
software  package  for  inclusion 
on  the  disk,  questions  may  arise 
about  whether  GPO,  EPA  or 
the  libraries  will  pay  for  licens- 
ing fees,  Brown  said.  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  project  is 
$22,319. 

The  JCP  has  approved  a 
CD-ROM  version  of  the  Con- 
gressional Record,  beginning 
with  the  1985  Record.  The 
Record  runs  14  to  17  volumes 
in  its  bound  paper  version,  but 
all  volumes  plus  two  volumes 
of  index  could  fit  on  a  single 
CD-ROM,  according  to  a  JCP 
staff  member.  It  will  cost 
$57,542. 

Commerce  Bulletin  Board 

Not  all  the  projects  are 
start-ups.  The  Department  of 
Commerce's  Economic  Bulletin 
Board  on-line  service  is  4 
years  old  next  month,  but 
Commerce  wants  to  see  the 
service  expand  to  the  deposi- 
tory libraries,  Commerce's  Ken 
Rogers  said. 


The  Economic  Bulletin  Board 
is  a  one-stop  source  for 
statistics  press  releases  gener- 
ated by  a  variety  of  agencies, 
including  Commerce,  Census, 
the  Department  of  Labor  and 
the  Federal  Reserve.  Com- 
merce normally  charges  its 
users  a  $25-per-year  sub- 
scription fee  and  an  hourly  use 
charge.  For  depository  librar- 
ies, however,  Commerce  wants 
to  negotiate  a  special  rate, 
Rogers  said.  The  telecommuni- 
cations costs  of  access  probably 
would  be  borne  by  the  libraries, 
he  added. 

Most  complex  among  the 
projects  is  the  Department  of 
Energy's  proposal  to  provide 
libraries  with  on-line  gate- 
ways to  bibliographic  files  re- 
siding on  DOE  and  commercial 
systems. 

DOE's  project  would  give 
users  on-line  access  to  the 
Integrated  Technical  Infor- 
mation System  to  search  DOE's 
bibliographic  files. 

Then  DOE  would  develop  a 
gateway  to  enable  users  to 
switch  automatically  to  a  com- 
mercial system  to  search  older 
DOE  data  base  materials. 

DOE  also  plans  to  study 
which  delivery  medium  —CD- 
ROM,  floppy  disks  or  micro- 
fiche —  will  be  the  best  for 
distributing  additional  infor- 
mation to  the  libraries.  Costs 
are  uncertain  because  the  serv- 
ice is  on-line,  Scully  said.  -4 
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Training  Institute  Efforts  Receive  Boost 

In  September  1987,  plans  were  announced  for  the 
development  of  a  GPO-based  training  program  in 
printing  and  publishing,  to  be  called  the  Federal  Pub- 
lishing Institute.  A  great  deal  of  initial  research  and 
planning  has  been  completed  on  the  project,  but 
administration  changes  and  budgetary  constraints 
caused  a  delay  in  its  implementation.  Now  back  on 
track,  the  program  has  been  renamed  the  Institute  for 
Federal  Printing  and  Publishing  to  better  reflect  the 
importance  of  meeting  the  training  needs  of  a  unified 
printing  and  publishing  network. 

Survey  information  has  already  been  compiled  and 
additional  input  is  being  gathered  from  potential  Insti- 
tute users.  Initial  seminars  for  those  of  you  in  our 
customer  agencies  may  begin  as  early  as  September. 

GPO's  Workforce  Planning  and  Training  staff,  which  is 
handling  the  project,  visualizes  an  Institute  composed 
of  three  separate  entities:  1)  those  courses  now  existing 
within  GPO  which  have  been  designed  to  train  cus- 
tomer agency  personnel;  2)  '/2-day  seminars  which  will 
deal  with  upcoming  trends  and  technologies  within 
the  industry;  and  3)  a  total  curriculum  approach 
which  will  prepare  printing  and  publishing  specialists 
for  all  potential  dealings  with  GPO. 

CD-ROM  Premastering  Plan  Underway 

Details  are  currently  being  worked  out  for  GPO  to 
provide  premastering  service  for  a  project  which  has 
been  sought  by  FED-ROM,  an  organization  which 
comprises  several  Federal  agencies  under  the  Special 
Interest  Group  for  CD-ROM  Applications  and  Tech- 
nology (SIGCAT).  GPO  has  agreed  to  premaster 
several  data  base  publications  from  a  number  of 
Federal  agencies  onto  one  CD-ROM.  The  concept 
should  benefit  both  groups.  FED-ROM  will  have  these 
data  base  publications  premastered,  and  GPO  will  sell 
and  disseminate  these  publications  through  the  Docu- 
ments Sales  and  Depository  Library  Programs.  If  suc- 
cessful, the  project  could  be  the  forerunner  of  similar 
efforts  between  GPO  and  other  customer  agencies. 

"800"  Service  On  the  Way  For  PICS/PCCS 
Users 

An  order  has  been  placed  with  U.S.  Sprint  to  provide 
"800"  number  service  for  the  Procurement  Information 
Control  System  (PICS)  and  the  Printing  Cost  Calculating 
System  (PCCS).  This  service,  expected  to  be  in  opera- 
tion by  mid-May,  will  provide  toll-free  access  to  these 


GPO  on-line  application  systems  for  Government 
agencies  that  must  otherwise  use  long  distance  service. 

Efforts  Continue  in  Meeting  Recovered 
Materials  Mandate 

Efforts  are  continuing  for  the  implementation  of  the 
"Guidelines  for  Federal  Procurement  of  Paper  and 
Paper  Products  Containing  Recovered  Materials,"  by 
the  June  22,  1989,  mandate.  At  the  March  meeting  of 
the  Interagency  Council  on  Printing  and  Publications 
Services,  Faye  Padgett,  JCP  Assistant  Staff  Director, 
noted  that  GPO  already  has  a  good  record  in  its  pur- 
chase and  use  of  recycled  paper.  Of  the  55  million 
pounds  of  offset  book  paper  bought  by  GPO  in  FY 
1988,  25  million  pounds  of  that  quantity  contained 
recycled  waste  paper.  It  is  also  significant  that  this 
paper  was  purchased  from  the  lowest  bidder  and  met 
JCP  paper  specifications — both  qualifications  which  the 
JCP  hopes  to  see  continued,  regardless  of  the  recovered 
materials  guidelines,  according  to  Padgett. 

Paper  Costs  Can  Affect  Selections 

Also  in  the  area  of  paper,  increased  costs  can  make  a 
difference  in  the  stock  you  may  want  to  select  for  a 
particular  job.  The  following  chart  shows  the  approxi- 
mate percentage  of  increase  which  occurred  during 
1988  in  the  cost  of  some  of  the  more  popular  papers 
used  by  our  customer  agencies: 

Newsprint  11% 

Offset  Book  15% 

Coated  Book  7% 

CW  Ledger  19% 

Index  29% 

Xerographic  Copier  42% 

Vellum  Cover  20% 

On  shortrun  work  (the  average  job  received  by  GPO), 
a  significant  increase  in  the  paper  cost  would  have 
only  a  moderate  effect  on  the  overall  cost  of  the  job. 
However,  on  a  long  run,  the  paper  cost  can  sometimes 
run  as  high  as  50  percent  of  the  total  cost.  Therefore, 
a  significant  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  paper  selected 
would  result  in  a  considerably  higher  total  cost  for  the 
job. 

On  our  most  recent  bid  opening  for  paper,  there  was  an 
average  drop  of  approximately  5  percent  on  the  cost 
of  papers  listed  above.  We  do  expect  paper  prices  to 
continue  to  level  off,  however,  we  do  not  know  what 
impact  the  implementation  of  the  "Guidelines  for  Fed- 
eral Procurement  of  Paper  and  Paper  Products  Con- 
15  taining  Recovered  Materials"  will  have  on  this  issue. 
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To  receive  the  best  possible  price  on  any  of  your  printing 
jobs,  we  suggest  that  you  include  options  in  both  paper 
and  trim  sizes  on  your  requisitions  and  provide  GPO  with 
the  maximum  amount  of  production/procurement  time 
possible.  These  practices  will  help  us  in  getting  you  the 
best  product  for  your  money. 

Senator  Ford  Heads  JCP 

In  recent  congressional  committee  reorganizations,  Sena- 
tor Wendell  H.  Ford  (D-Kentucky)  became  the  new 
chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing.  Represen- 
tatives Jim  Bates  (D-California)  and  Newt  Gingrich 
(R-Georgia)  fill  the  two  member  vacancies  on  the  com- 
mittee. John  Chambers  has  been  named  the  committee's 
new  staff  director. 


Office  Steps  Up  Bill  Collecting  Efforts 

GPO's  Financial  Management  Service  (FMS)  is  stepping 
up  its  collection  efforts  on  past  due  bills  from  customer 
agencies,  especially  those  which  do  not  participate  in 
the  Online  Payment  and  Collection  (OPAC)  program. 
Historically,  if  bills  are  not  paid  within  60  days,  it  has 
been  found  that  a  problem  exists.  Therefore,  FMS  is 
beginning  to  concentrate  on  accounts  with  unpaid 
invoices  over  60  days  old,  rather  than  waiting  until  they 
are  over  90  days  old.  In  this  way,  many  simple  problems 
can  be  quickly  and  easily  resolved  while  the  billing 
records  are  still  current.  We  have  found  in  the  past  that 
invoices  may  have  been  billed  or  mailed  to  the  incorrect 
address;  they  may  have  been  misrouted;  or  they  may 
not  even  belong  to  the  organization  billed.  A  followup 
letter  to  an  overdue  agency  after  the  60-day  period, 
requesting  information  on  an  invoice,  can  often  resolve 
a  problem  with  a  minimum  of  effort.  FMS  also 
encourages  agencies  which  receive  questionable  invoices 
to  call  GPO  for  assistance.  For  general  questions,  cus- 
tomers may  call  either  Consuella  Lloyd,  (202)  275-2906 
or  Joe  Johnson,  (202)  275-2310.

SBA  Set  lb  Handle  Disadvantaged  Contract 
Protests 

In  an  agreement  between  GPO  and  the  Small  Business 
Administration  (SBA),  any  protest  filed  with  the  con- 
tracting officer  regarding  the  status  of  a  contractor 
under  GPO's  test  program  to  assist  Small  Disadvantaged 
Businesses,  will  be  referred  to  SBA  for  handling.  Details 
of  the  arrangement  are  being  worked  out  at  this  time, 
but  are  expected  to  closely  follow  standard  SBA  final 
rules  for  the  processing  of  these  protests.
